It was asked for no other pur 
pose, and the grant adopts the precise Inn 
Bunge, and is made in accordance with the 
terms, and for the uses specified in the resolve 
of Congress.

‘Phe mode of ascertain- 
ing the “usual respective proportions of the 
general charge and expenditure” under the 
Confederation, was according to the amouut 
of taxable land in the several States.

Now let us inguire whether, upon the adop- 
tion of the Constitution of the United States, 
any such power was conferred upon Con- 

ress 

The first provision of the Constitution, ap~ 
plicable to the subject, is Article 6. It pro~ 
vides that— 

+All debts contracted and engagements enter- 
ed into, belore the adoption of this Con: 
shall be na valid agninet the United Stat 
der the Confederation.” 

Coneress is, therefore, hound by the “en- 
gagements entered into” in regard to these 
Jands under the Confederation, and is concli- 
ded by the terms of that “engagement” If 
the Confederation had not power to dispose 
of the money for these lands according to 
population, and T have fully shown that it 
had not, neither has Congr 

But, sir, the honorable member from Vir~ 
ginia, who sits nearest me, (Mr ARCHER] has, 
in the course of his able argument, traced Uhis 
agrarian power to a provision of the 4h arti- 
cle of the Constimtion, As this is so novel, 
and was pressed with such earnestness, let us 
proceed to examine it. The provision of the 
Cun-titution relied upon is in these word: 

©The Congress ehall ave power to dlienose of, 
and make all needful rules and regulations re- 
epecting the territory nl other property belong- 
ing 10 the United States.” 

Now itis very obvious that if this clause 
confers upon congrcss the power to distribute 
the money derived from lands, among the 
States, tbat it also confers power to distribute 
the money derived from any “other proper- 
ty” of the United States in the same manner. 
The Constitution makes no distinction between 
Jand & “other property.” The power of Con- 
gress is declared to apply to both, and 1s abso- 
Jute over both. Then sir, the public buildings, 
and light houses, and dock yards, as well as 
horses and wagons, when they shall no longer 
be required by the Government, could be sold, 
and under this newly discovered power, Con- 
gress could appropriate the money to the 
States!!! 

Noy more, sir, the noble ship Delaware, 
which we were invited to see a few days 
since, with her eighty guns. and which we 
saw used with such wonderful skill—that no 
ble emblem of national defence ond national 
glory, might be sold because she is property 
of the United States, and the proceeds voted 
into the State Treasuries, and this too in ac- 
cordance with the Constitution! ‘There is not 
a month in the twelve but there are sules of 
“property of the United States” in some of 
the various branches of the public service, 
and, according to this new doctrine, the money 
could he constitutionally voted to the States.

States are the suns; the Federal Government 
depenos on borrowed light. ‘The people of 
the States created this National Government. 
They endowed it with a few plain, and, as its 
authors supposed, accurately defined powers, 
and those mostly of General concern. Tis au- 
thars further said Uhat all powers not granted 
to Congress should be reserved to the States 
respectively, or to the people.

Sir, said Mr. McRoberts, what prompts this 
distribution; what is the mighty spring that 
drives this distribution policy over a Violated 
and prostrate Constitution? If all the Siates 
were to share alike--if they contuined each 
the same population—were equally manufac- 
turing and equally commercial—would they 
distribute among themselves a portion of their 
necessary revenue, when they must forthwith 
tax themselves to make up the amount thus 
distributed, and when each State would have 
to refund the full sum it received, together 
with the addition of the cost of collection? Is 
itin the laws of character to believe that 
der such astute of circumstances, the distr 
bution policy could obtain a single vote in 
either House of Congres: 

Tie present revenues of the Government 
are insufficient for Us A ministration. A 
bill 1 borrow twelve millions of dollars has 
bern passed at this sj ecial session by the dom- 
inant party. ‘The distribution bill is one of 
the measures of that party. It proposes to 
appropriate to the State treasuries abant 
$5,000,000, or whatever sum muy he received 
trom lands; and another bill has already. pas~ 
sed the House, and is upon our tables, to tax 
tea and coffee, and other necessaries of life, 
which are now imported duty free, and to re- 
tain the duty on sugar, molasses, salt, and 
coarse woollen goods, in order to supply the 
defiriency in the revenue which this same dis 
tribution creates! The scheme is to be earried 
by holding up to the pecple of the new States 
a portion of their own property as a public 
bribe. ‘fhe farmers, and mechanics, apd In~ 
boring classes, ure to be bribed and bovght, 
aud then doubly taxed under this odious mea- 
sure, 

Sir, it is the inequality in the operation of 
this measure, that has brought to it its main 
support. If the States and people were all to 
be taxed alike by it, the measure would com~ 
mand po support. ‘Ttis because some portions 
of the country will receive more money from 


refund to supply the deficiency, that this meas- 
ure has become so potent, while other States 
will receive far less from the distribution, than 
they will be compelled to pay back iu the way 
of taxes 

Take my own State for an example. Illi~ 
nois has over half a million of population, but 
we will put it down, in round numbers, at five 
hundred thovsand, being one thirty-fourth 
part of the population of the United States 
‘The annual revenue required ty support the 
Government, we may estimate at twenty-four 
millions of dollars, being about one dollar and 
forty cents per head. According to this e=ti~ 
mate, Illinois with a population of five hun~ 
dred thousand, will. pay seven hundrea and 
five thonsand five hundred dollars af the na- 
tional revenue, She will pay this sum, should 
she have to contribute no more in proportion 
to her population than the Atlantic States, but 
she will psy much more. ‘The manufactur- 
ing states will purchase butlitile; they supply 
themselves, and. will, therefure, receive 1 
from the distribution than they will pay back 
in the way of duties, while the agricultural 
States of the west and south, being without 
manufactures, aud niust_purchase from the 
importer, will pay out in duties far more than 
they will receive in distribution. The west

Sir, the whole scheme for dividing our rev- 
enuve_and this bill proposes nothing else= (for 
its authors admit that the whole of the present 
revenue is insufficient to carry on the Govern 
ment, and aire passing hills to barrow money,) 
isn mere device of the moueyed aristocrac 
and stock gamblers lo tax the people in dis~ 
guise. Impost duues full upon trade, wpon 
commerce, npon industry, As duties are in- 
crease, every one kuows that the great inte 
rests affected by. them ore retarded, and as) 
ese duiies again are diminished, the same 
interests are stinulated. ‘The bill that has 
passed the House is the more obnoxious be- 
cuuse it taxes the articles used by the poor as 
much us those used by the rich.

Sir, we on this side of the House have met 
with on opposition in our attempts to amend 
the distribution bill, which is wholly inex- 
plicable, unless we are to conclude that by 
previous arrangement among its friends no 
emiendments were to be allowed. A. great 
number of the most salutary amendments— 
those demanded by every principle of justice 
—have been rejected by’a strict party vote. 
The most important amendment which we 
have earried, 1s the ove offered by myself on 
the 9th, in copimittee, to include te Terrix 
tories of Wisconsin, Inwa and Florida, for 
ty share of tHe distribution about to be ma 
Tt was at first voted down. A weele after 
wards, I was surprised ond gratified to find 
the chairman of the committee, who had. vo: 
ted ngoiust it, coming forward and offering it 
support. Upon heing reminded that amend- 
ment had been offered and voted down, the 
honorable chairman said he had forgotten that 
he had voted against tt. 

Tonly mention this to show that an indis~ 
criminate opposition to nmendments may un- 
intentionally do injustice. 

‘The amendment was afterwards carried, 
upon my motion, when the bill was reported 
to the Senate, by a vole of 22 to 1S—every 
Democrat present and the honorable chair~ 
tan voung i the affirmative. 

Sir, the honorable member fram Virginia| 
who sits nearest to me (Mr. Archer} says, that] 
if the old Mates do not now elaim the lend 
the time is cnning when they will lose it, fron 
the weight of representation inthe West and 
South. | Sir, the policy of Ue Government in 
disposing of these lands hns been for the hene- 
fitand support of the Union.

They 
have contributed to support your army, and 
to provide arms for future use, to build and 
equip your navy, and to erect forts and ar- 
senals. So far as the past ts enncerned, the 
public domain bas been applied to the great 
purposes contemplated by cessions from f-ar- 
ticular States, und purchases from foreign 
Governments. The States formed upon those 
lunds have observed the utmost good faith in 
their stipulations toward the General Gover 
ment. There isno matter of reproach res! 
ing upon their escutcheons. And, sir, what 
more can the old States, or their Senstors on 
this floor, desire? If they want any thing) 
more, they have it in the renown and national 
glory which the new States have added to this 
Union. 

T will not believe that any one of the old 
Stutes, and especially thatold, renowned, and 
unterrified Commonwealth, after having con- 
tributed so much to the advancement of ber 
children in that great valley, will ever permit 


to formuny rule of her action. 
trary, her whole conrse und policy for sixty 
years, is marked with the loftiest patriotism. 
If any one should ask what have the ceding 
Suites received for the trausfer of their Wes- 
tern lands to te Government, let him but cast 
his eyes from the along the map of that 
great valley to the Gulf of Mexico, and count] 
the towns, and villages, and cities, and im- 
provements that have been made. Let him 
count the States that have risen upon these 
Jands, and that are pressing froward with giant 
strides in the cause of human happiness and 
human improvement. Let him behold a ter- 
ritory, larger than half the kingdoms of 
Burope, and count their millions of population, 
distin guished for all those high qualities 
which adorn our nature, and the question as 
to the boon they had received will be answer- 
ed. His soul would swell to overflowing at 
the contemplation of the imperishable glory 
which the great stars in that valley have ad~ 
ded to the Union. 

Sir, Burke once said, when debating our 
corse in the British Parlioment, at the com- 
mencementof the Revolution, that the Minis- 
try, Lord North and others, hud understima 
ted the population of the colonies.

There is a strong 
inference from tis of what Virginia meant. 
Sir, Congress was not insenible of this, and 
therefore took theprecaution to make bargains 
with the Territories, of rather to Impose un~ 
constitutional terms of their admission inw 
the Union, upon the subject of the public 
lands. My belief is, that Virginia never in- 
tended that the public domain should be 
cisimed as a permanent source of revenne.|

We cannot now fight the battle 
which we can hereafter, because we have lost 
one of our main batialions, ‘The Federsl 
party have obtained a temporary ascendency 
in the Legislature of the renowned and_ven- 
erable Keystone State, Pennsylvania, and 
have instructed her Senators upon the subject 
of the Distribution bill, so that they were not 
at liberty to vote for our amendments to equal- 
ize the grants of land to the new States, nor 
for such modifications of the bill os will do 
justice to the West. Sir, the known Demo 
cratic character of Pennsylvaniais a sufficient 
guarantee that at no distant perind she will 
be disenthralled from the councils that gave 
the instructions; and we have every hope that 
she will then come to the rescue. I regret 
the loss of the votes of her two distin2uished 
senators, Eknow their hearts are with us, 
but T respect and yield to the authority by 
which they hold temseives to be governed.

The evening before he resigned one of the 
Senators from Illinois called on the President 
and notified him that Granger had renoved 
Col. Baugh, as Postmaster at Mt. Vernon, 
who was an able and faithful officer, at the in- 
stance of the Rev. Z. Casey, Our Senator 
protested against the outrageous act. The 
next} morning the other Senotor from this 
State called wpon the President, and renewed 
the complaint, that s distinguished citizen, Mr 
Baugh, had been remaved who was the choice 
of the people, and who had invariably dis- 
charged his duties to the entire satisfaction of 
the country. The President was further in- 
formed that there were two letters on file 
from Casey, which had been shown by the 
Assistant. Postmaster General, one dated in 
April last, saying that Mr. Baugh was the 
choice of the people, and ought not to be res 
moved unless charges were preferred, and he 
furnished a copy, and allowed to detend him- 
self; and the other letter from Casey was da- 
ted the 34 of September, 1841, asking Col. 
Bangh’s removal, without any charges being 
sent to him, in direct violation of his first Jet- 
ter, and that Granger had forthwith removed 
Col. Baugh, that the reason was supposed to 
be, that Col. Baugh had voted against the 
apostate at the late election, and had support 
ed Gov. Anderson. 

President Tyler upon hearing these things 
stated that a communication should be sent to 
Mr. Granger to make no more removals in 
Tilinois, without his, the President's orders, 
and itis mostlikely the communication was 
duly received. ‘The conversation took place 
with the President about 9 o’clock, and Gran- 
ger resigned at 2 o'clock the same day.

Heasrrace. Sept. 11, 1841. 

Sir:—Your letter of the 28th ult, wih its 
onctosure, the resolutions of the Democratic 
Republican Mass Convention, held in the 
9h Ward of the city of New York, on the 
Uth of the same month, have been duly re~ 
ceived, and are acknowledged with seuti~ 
ments of profound gratitude for the honor 
they confer upon me. 

‘The state of my health, which is now 
much disordered by an attack of fever, docs 
not allow me to express at length the reflec- 
tions excited in my mind by the patriotic 
views embodied in the resolutions I cans 
not refrain, however, from saying, that they 
meet generally with my concurrence—and 
particularly that which gives praise to Mr. 
‘Tyler for his veto of the Bank Bill, If he 
but maintains the position he kas assumed 
against this great lever of Federalism, this 
deadly foe to the principles of our govern~ 
ment, the designs of that party, in other res- 
pects, will be less difficult 10 counteract; for 
the ship of State, relived for the corrupt in- 
fluence of a Bank of the United States at its 
helm, will naturally right itself. 

It is true, a great error was committed in 
the repeal of the Sub Treasury, hut this may 
he remedied while there is no Bank substi- 
tued in its stend. ‘The people care not so 
much for forms—they go for subsinnces— 
for practical measnres——mensures that will 
insure economy and accountability in the 
administration of government; that will make 
the tnxes as light as is consistent with the 
public safty; that will secure the application 
of the pablic moneys at all times and in all 
places to constitutional objects. ‘These are 
the things which it would be the office of a 
bank to thwart; and they are the things 
which it would be the tendency of the Sub- 
‘Treasury to promote; and hence, I believe, 
that that system, or somethimg like it, cun- 
not be long dispensed with. 
Doubtless the President belives that the Sub- 
Treasury has been condemned by the peo- 
ple, and’so believing, he ought not to be ceny 
sured for giving his sanction to its repeal — 
But the inde»endence he has manitested in 
the veto, authorizes us to hope that he will 
deal fairly and candidly with the whole sut 
ject hereafter, and that he will conform his. 
policy to the principles of the Virginia school 
ofRepublicuns. 
You are pleased to refer in terms of much 
commendation to the course pursued by me 
on the subject of the former Bank Charter- 
Ll acted at the time under a bigh sense of du- 
ty, and derive much satisfaction from the 
many evidences | have reccived, even from 
many who then censured me, of the appro- 
bation of my country. But, sir, | considered 
my labors as but the commencement of the 
work of reform in regard tc the Bankin: 
system. Muck high praise is due to Mr Van 
Buren, aginst whom the whole force of the 
spiritof monopoly was brought to bear. Tt 
has driven that distinguished statesman and 
Unpretending patriot into retirement, but it 
his rendered him dearer than ever ts his 
country, because of the noble sacrifice he 
has made in the couse of equal rights. 
My strength failing me, | cannot follow 
out these reflections. Every effurt to write, 
admonishes me that my life is nenrly spent. 
Let me conclude, therefore, this hasty and 
imperfect response to your letter, with an.as- 
surance tomy Republican and Democratic 
friends every where, that Lam proud of their 
respect, and have an abiding faith in the 
success of their efforts to secure the bless- 
ings of freedom and equal rights to. them- 
selves and their prosterity.

In tho performance of my duties asa prose- 
cuting officer of the State, many facts have 
come to my knowledge, which may be of 
some service to the peuple, in afferding tacil~ 
ities to deteot crimes and bring the guilly t 
punishment, All newly settled countries are 
inflicted with the depredutions of horse-thieves 
and counterfeiters to a greater extent than 
older settled communites; and HMlinvis, of late 
years, hus suffered greatly from this class of 
Villains. ‘They are extensively connected to- 
gether, and in numerous instances carry on 
their plans and operations successfully, for a 
long time, before any means are wfiraed to 
the people to ferret ous the real and most 
dangerous offenders; many men, having 
property and being permanent residents with 
the appearance of respretability, are the lea- 
ders of the crew, and make their houses the 
stopping places for those who do the active 
business ofcommitting crimes. Such persons 
generally live in the vicinny of n forest of 
timber ora heavy thicket of underbrush, so 
that they can conveniently hide away men, 
horses, &e. for weeks and months, if neces- 
sary, (0 avoid all suspicion and pursuit. ‘These 
leaders are commonly shrewed enough to ae- 
cuimulate most of the plunder of the under- 
strappers without any great risk to themselves. 
Such was the case as is well known In the 
northern part of the State until the people re- 
sorted to the disastrous method of linching, 
and in that way expelled them to other re~ 
givns or drove them toa more honest mode of 
living! ‘There are still, however, a great num 
ber of these stations kept in the State, to 
Which rascals resort and exchange their spoils 
and find a hiding place. One, of the most 
abandoned description, is located in Marshall 
county, under the superintendence of George 
Reeves. Another, until lately, was to be fount 
in Schuyler county, managed by Matthew 
Spurlock. And in Brown county, sbout La- 
grange, may be found another place of retreat 
with Garland O, Wilson as the proprietor.— 
‘There are still many others strongly suspected, 
whose names will be given to the public, as 
soon as the evidence is collected to ascertain 
their certain aad positive guilt, By proper 
vigilance on the part of honest men these 
head quarters of scoundrels ean be broken up, 
‘nd when the leaders are dispersed the deatl: 
blow will be given to the whole gang, and not 
till then, Most of the forged bank notes and 
counterfeit coin, Which have circulated in this 
State, had their origin. in those and similar 
dens of crime. Ivis said that the forgeries on 
the Bank of Mlinois, at Shawneetown, were 
made on Rock river, probably in Winnebago 
county, by one Gleason and others of his a 
complices. And there is much reason 10 sus- 
pect aman by the name of Bigelow, living 
somewhere on the Mississippi river above 
Nauvoo. Many depredations have been com: 
mitted in pasciie counterfeit money and steal- 
ing horses &c. by aman whose name is Wil- 
kinson, living now in the northern part of 
this State or in Wisconsin ‘Territory. And 
there is another fellow by the name of Hoteh- 
kiss, whose crimes were numerous, and who 
is now probably in or about Burlington, fowa 
Territory. ‘There are many travelling ras- 
cals who go by various names, and whose bu- 
siness it is to carry information, run off sto~ 
len property, distributebad money &e., among 
these are Birch, Brown, Bartlett, Bridge and 


others. I give their real names though. it is 
not certain that they have not many fictitious 
ones. The most intelligent of the men 


among them have certain signs by which 
they know each other in all parts of the coun- 
try, without any previous acquaintance. I 
fam aware of most of their mystic signs and 
the proper authorities shall, in due time, re- 
ceive the necessary information to hunt them 
down in their secret places. 

Io the military tract, for three years past, 
individuala have been engaged in procuring 
false and fraudulent titles to land. This’ is 
done in various ways, sometimes by persona 
ting the patentee and executing a deed in hi 
hame, atother times by actual forgery in 
changing the numbers of land on” patents.— 
‘The peculiar condition of land tides in that 
part of the State has affurded them opportu- 
nities to make very great speculations by 
these means. ‘They get a patent ona good 
piece of land which hus been sold and trai 
ferred through a dozen hands without any 
regular conveyance, as was often the ease by 
careless persons before those lands became 
valuable, and then some one represents him- 
self the patentee and makes and acknowledges 
‘a deed, and forthwith leaves the State. Gar- 
land O' Wilson of Lagrange, whose name was 
piven heretofore, has obtained many valuable 
tracts of land in that way, and any title com 
ing through him should be thoroughly seru- 
tinized by all persons interested. 

Thave not hastily and at random underta~ 
ken to name individuals, who may possibly 
be innocent, but my statements are based upun 
well authenticated information. ‘There are 
many guilty persons at large in the commu- 
ity, aud it is aamuch safer way to drive them 
from the country or from the evil of their 
ways, by publishing them to the world, than 
by a resort to the passions of an infuriated 
mob, a8 has been too frequently the case, It 
inatters not how Iderived my knowledge of 
these things, occupying the situation Ido, I 
Geein it an act of justice to the people to ap- 
prise them of the men who cause so much 
Injury to society. By a vigorous execution of 
the laws the progress of crime ean be arcested, 
and it is the duty, a3 well as the interest, of] 
every good citizen to aid in bringing offenders 
to justice, 

The crime of perjury is one of the most 
common, and yet is very seldom punished.— 
No ian is seciire in his property oF his hberly 
so long as false swearing 1s committed with 
As much impunity as heretofore, ‘I'he atten- 
tion af the public should be turned expecially 
to this growing evil, and if a few, out of the 
many cases of perjury known to be commiit- 
ted, were punished by a long imprisonment 
in the penitentiary, it would have a salutury 
Uffect upon the morals as well as the legal 
rights of the citizens. ‘Too many offenders 
heretofore have escaped through a false and 
morbid sympathy on the part of courts and 
juries. Many instances of impunity occur 
where the severest penaltics are well merited 
by negligence in taking improper recognizan- 
ces ond insufficient bail. One third of the 
crimes committed go unpunished from this 
cause. It to frequently happens, also, that 
prisoners break jail when # proper caution and 
care on the part of the sheriff and jailor might 
prevent it, A lesson might be taught some 
officers by an. indictment against them for 
improperly permitting prisoners to escape.— 
Nothing will deter men from the commission 
of offences, so much as the certainty that their 
acts of wickedness will be followed by the 
just penalties of the law; and on the other 
hand nothing can encourage and foster crime 
more than the probability of evading punish- 
ment.
